Hoblltzell was xviillng in Ills onire in HIP 
tompan>'sstoroatcamp5, nheli an Iuill.ni 
came In and began talking t<i him. Mr. Cog- 
iiillj-vhoiwasiit tlie-rear part of the store at- 
the time, could not hear what the man said, 
but supposed ho had come, to try to force Mr. 
Ilnblimll tnsettlo with him without rhlnit 
the customary ten dajfl notice. The luilian 
eontlnned talking, and Mr. Hoblit/cll snid to 
him, "go out, I'm busy now." 


To this the-inan-pald no- attention, but con- 


tinued talking 
Mr Hoblltzelljitially got lip, 


took tht> man bv tho nun, saying, "go out, go 
out," mid led him to tho door,' The man 
wentout but relumed In a fu\v moments aiid^ 
again addressed Mr. HoblllzclJ. llcvvasiii- 
dered out, and as ho did not ci>, Mr. Hobllt- 
?ell started to put him out- At this the Ital- 
ian stuick Mm, nnd a scufllo en-aied in which 
tlia Italian got much tho w<>r«t of It.
